THE SYSTEM TO BLAME. 


The joint legislative committee 
that has for several weeks been In- 
vestigating the state department of 
agriculture, and the various charges 
of wastes, extravagances and politi- 
cal machinations preferred against 
Commissioner Brown and his staff 
of several hundred employees, has 
concluded the hearings. 

The promised sensational disclo- 
sures did not develop; the chief 
legislative prosecutor did not testi- 
fy in detail, nor rally behind his 
case; the author of some of the pub- 
lished charges did not appear, and 
though the whole farce has cost the 
‘axpayers a great deal of money 
sithout any discoveries of eulpable 
‘ransactions or any pecuniary or 
even political corruption, the peo- 
ole of the state have become more 
‘ntimately acquainted with a great 
political machine, including nearly 
300 employees strategically placed 
throughout the state, and with the 
danger to the orderly processes of 
covernment that the political activi- 
ses of such a machine may evolve, 
either with or without the knowl- 
edge or.direction of the chief admin- 


istrator. 

It is only Just to say that Com- 
missioner Brown ts not responsible 
for the creation of such a machine. 
it is the legislature, in the framing 
of the laws, that makes it possible. 
rhe organizations of the department 
vere politically active long before 
Commissioner Brown was elected to 
office; they will be politically active 
long after he is gone unless there fs 
rigid legislation enacted, as there 
should be, that will remove the em- 
ployees of this and all ether state 
departments from partisan political 
activities. 

So long a8 such an organization 
as that built In and around the de- 
partment of agriculture !s permitted 
to figure actively in politics Just so 
long will it be the target of poll- 
ticlans who are “out” and seeking 
to get “in;” and by politicians who 
are aggrieved by reason of some 
alleged failure of the machine to 
function as they would have pre- 
ferred in their own or allied in- 
terests. 

To the same degree, of course, 
‘ust so long as an organization of 
this kind is permitted to function 
in partisan politics Just so long will 
the petty system of truckling and 
bending and yielding to political in- 
fluences, as is the stock-in-trade of 
iny spoils regime, exist in Georgia, 

@iestroying efficiency, demoralizing 
good citizenship, and encouraging 
wastes and extravagances. 

That is not all. While the com- 
mittee has found nothing of a culp- 
able nature, or of unreasonable or 
offensive political partisanship, 
against Commissioner Brown, and 
while its hearings have been fairly 
and vigorously conducted to ascer- 
tain the truth and facts, the report 
of the commission will not end the 
incriminations and counter incrimi- 
nations that will go on from day 
to day, and from legislature to legis- 
lature, ad infinitum, until the sys- 
tem is changed by which these in- 
criminations can have no base in 
theory even upon which to stand. 

They existed before the present 
commissioner assumed office. They 
will not stop when he retires. They 
belong to and indeed area part of 
the system that makes them pos- 
sible. The situation is the same in 
every state where the spoils system 
is permitted to exist by legislative 

- sanction. 
The legislature is to blame, not 
the commissioner, who has appar-

Without doubt the greatest baseball | 
figure since the game began, said by | 
seme to be “greater even than the | 
game itself.” Ruth's diamond history | 
is too well known to be detailed again. | 
Everyone knows that he first gained | 
fame as a pitcher when he went to. 
the Boston, American league club from | 
the Baltimore Orioles and that he'| 
first became celebrated as a world’s 
series pitcher. 
achievements on the mound they did | 
net compare with the prodigious bat- ' 
ting that he accomplished when he’ 
came to the New York Yankees as 
a center fielder and slugger extraor- 
dirary..

In appearing before the special tax | 
appointed by Governor | 
Walker to study tax problems of the | 
state, Frank Weldon, secretary of the | 
Georgia Taxpayers’ league, stated that | 
he was in favor of retaining the pres- | 
ent ad valorem system of taxation) 


and retaining the principle of tax 
equalization, with improvements in 
machinery for administration. 

He supported the proposal to classi- 
fy intangible property for state pur- 
poses, but would exempt this class of 
property from local taxes, He fa- 
vored a graduated income tax, with 
the proviso that property tax be al- 
lowed against this as a credit and 
that net earnings or income should 
also be exempt fram local taxation. 

Favors Inheritance Tax. 

He also favored retention of the in- 
heritance tax, imposition of a small | 
service tax, amendment of the law. 
requiring that half the state’s in- 
come go.to public schools, adoption 
of an audit and budget system and 
limitation of the county tax rate to 
15 mills, with an increase in the coun- | 
ty-wade school rate limit from 5 mills 
to 8 or 10 mills. 

In addressing the commission Mr. 
Weldon spoke, in part, as follows: |

Georgia's three most urgent requirements | 
re: 

Education, | 

Highways, 

Better care of the mentally affilcted. 

‘The highways are being provided for, #0 | 
far as the state is concerned, on the ‘‘pay- | 
as-you go’’ plan. 

The remedy for the publie school situa- 
tion is la:gely in the control of the coun- | 
ties and school districts. 

The higher institutions of learning and 
the state sanitarium must look ‘to the state | 
for more money. 

Conservative state officials have told me' 
they believe the urgent needs could be cor- 
ered by $2,000,000. 

As business men you wonld spread that 
over two or three years, to get the best 
results, Assume that we need $2,000,000 ' 
more a year. How can we get it? 

Seek ‘‘Hidden Wealth.’’ 

We are told that there is no purpose to! 
‘ncrease the taxes of those who are already | 
paving a fair share but the intention is to! 
rench those who have not been paying any- 
thing. That was the specific declaration | 
of the Macon platform adopted a year ago 
when Governor Walker was nominated. That 
platform specifically admonished the gencral 
assembly to bring ‘‘hidden wealth’’ to the 
tax digests. 

My conclusion, after two years of inten- 
sive etudy of Georgia's tax system and the 
system of other states and countries, is 
that we should retain a large part of our 
present system—because ft is sound. Then 
we must broaden the tax base so that we 
may get something from everybody who is 
able to pay or who has something on which 
to pay. 

In passing, I wish it clearly understood 
that the views herein expressed are my in- 
dividual views and are not to be taken as 
representing any particular group of citizens 
as a whole, because in every group, opinions 
differ. I suspect that even in this com- 
mission there are diverse ideas, although 
it is to be hoped that you will finally reach 
& compromise. 

Another personal explanation—Governor 
Walker and Senator Carswell have criticised 
the business men of Georgia and have made 
direct personal attacks on the work whieh 
have been doing in comgection with tax! 
legislation. They were both unjust, itn their | 
unwarranted jnsinuations and charges. | 
For nearly two years [T have been studying, | 
digesting and distributing information on the | 
tax problem. The taxpayers wanted the in- 
formation. They were entitled to it. I 
have given them much, Any tax plan 
that cannot stand the light—that cannot 
stand the acid test of pnublicity—ie bed and 
ought to he defeated. 

What Business Men Want, 

Stated concisely, here are some of the | 
thincs which most business men want: 

(1) Retain the ad valorem system for 
tangible property. 

(2) Retain the principle of tax equifliza- 
tion. Improve the machinery end the ad- 
ministration. No one can consistently argue 
against the principle of making everyone pay 
his just share. 

(3) Classify tntangibles for state purposes 
and exempt them from local taxes, 

(4) Adopt a graduated state income tax 
with a low maximum written into the con- 
stitution; allow the property tax a credit 
and exempt the net earnings or income 
from local taxation. 

(5) Require a recording fee for mortgages 
—50 cents to $1 per $1,000, one fee to) 
cover all records of the same mortgage in | 
the state for the life of the mortgage, and 
exempt it from all local tax; the clerks, of 
course, to receive their usual fees, 

(6) Retain the inheritance tax. 

(7) Impose a small service tax, even as. 
low as $2, payment of this tax to allow 
the citizen to register and vote, even though | 
he has not paid his other taxes, 

(8) Amend the act which gives 50 per | 
cent of the state's net revenue to the pub- | 
lic schools, and substitute a definite amvount. 

(9) Adopt an audit and budget system. | 

(10) Limit the county tax rate to 15); 
mills and increase the county-wide school 
rate limit from 5 milis to 8 or 10 mills, 

(11) Either give more liberal support to! 
the district agricultural schools or turn 
over eight of them to the counties and 
maintain only four by the state——two for} 
two for girls. The school au-|

I believe that with 
an appropriation of a few million dol- 
lars, the government might organize 
a fight upon the weevil which in two 
or three years would exterminate the 
pest. Compared with the economic 
oss destruction by ‘he weevil each 
year entails, the money which the gov- 
ernment bas appropriated so far to 
fight it is infinitestimal.”’

Mr. Amorous agreed with the views 
of other speakers who have touched 
upon the county tax rate, including 
Comptroller General Wright, in the 
view that a crying need is a limita- 
tion upon the tax rate which courties 
and municipalities may levy. He sug- 
gested a ten-mill rate as the limit for 
counties, and 15 mills for cities. He 
would grant the counties, howevcr, 
authority to temporarily levy addi- 
tional taxes for payment of interest on 
outstanding debts and for’ retirement 
of bonds. 

Would Increase Deposits. 

Mr. Amorous also argued that bank 
deposits should not be taxed, saying 
this would generally mean double tax- 
ation. The money on deposit in banks, 
he said, usually is represented hy 
notes and accounts held by the bank, 
which are taxable. By exempting bank 
deposits, he also said. such deposits 
would be increased and thus work to 
the prosperity of the state. 

Mr. Amorous suggested that the 
tax return blanks be revised and all 
persons be required to swear to the 
amount of the fire insurance carried 
on their personal property. Such an 
amendment adopted in Atlanta, he 
said, had uncovered four million do!- 
lars of personal property. He would 
also make all resident taxpayers make 
returns in person and formally sweer 
to them before a notary public. | 

He opposed the proposed registra- 
tion tax or any increase in the pell 
tax, saying the latter was not design- 
ed and never intended to be a revenue 
meastre, Every adult should be re- 
quired by law, he said, to register free 
of charge with the ordinary of their 
eounty. Thus. he believed, thousands 
of persons who pay no taxes wou!d 
be discovered. é 

While admitting that he has no spe- 
cial objection to an income tax, Mr. 
Amorous pointed out that it has been 
because of the work of the salaried 
men that the big office buildings 1n 
Atlanta have been built, and urged 
that the salaried man yays ai indi- 
rect tax to the state, creating a de- 
mand for office buildings by their 
constructive work, that they indirecly 
pay in rent of dwellings and apart- 
ments and through patronage of mer- 
ehaunts. He said that in the last 
analvsis the consumer pays all] taxes 
and it is the salaried man who is the 
consumer. 


Federal Revenue. 


Dr. Johnson stated that. the’ federal 
government collects twice the revenue 
in Georgia from its inheritance tax 
than the state does, although the fed- 
era! tax exempts all estate less than 
$50,000. while the state tax applies 
to all estetes of $20,000 or more. He 
‘iid this was a good example of the 
treuble in Georgia, inef€icient ad- 
ministration of the tax laws. 

The new tobacco tax, said Dr. 
Johnson, promises to prove one of the 
most iniquitous. laws ever -nacted, 
because there is provided no ma- 
chinery for its enforcement. The 
same, he asserted. is true of the oc- 
cupation taxes. He advoeated a cen- 
tralized s\ tem of tax collection and 
regretted cauat the legislature refused 
t> create a new $6.000 position, even 
theugh such a position would result 
in large increases in tax collection. 

He said that personally he favored 
an income tax and the classification 
of property, for taxation. but that of 
more importance than these. is ade- 
quate machinery for the collection of 
taxes. 
aa 


Blames Administration. 


Mr. Bachman argued that the chief 
fault in Georgia’s tax methods, is not 
the system but the administration of 
present laws. He advocated no heav- 
ler taxes, but said if any were abso- 
lutely essential, he favored a general 
net sales tax applicable alike to every 
interest and industry. He admitted. 
however, that an army of emplovees 
would be required to enforce a sales 
tax and that it would operate to dis- 
criminate against and injure all 
classes of Georgia business. 

Thomas K. Glenn was strongly on- 
posed to the income tax idea. He

Department of agriculture reports, 
he said, showed 243 farmers’ assovi- 
tions had failed since 1913 but added 
that cooperative marketing could serve 
a distinct purpose in the handling of 
perishable crops such as vegetables and 
fruits. 

“Perhaps the greatest blunder ever 
made in cooperative movements is the 
present tendency to apply to grain 
and cotton the same marketing rules 
used for fruit. In marketing oranges 
raisins, prunes or apples if is neces- 
Sary to create or stimulate the de- 
mand. But the demand for wheat 
does not have to be created. It is a 
world-wide, active, staple demand. 

“Were wheat growers to band to- 
gether in a sales campaign it would be 
impossible to double the consumptien 
of wheat as the consumption of fruit 
might be doubled. Consumption could 
be increased only to a limited extent. 

“Farmers have been told by iill-ad- 
vised organizers that cooperative grain 
marketing would greatly enhance the 
price. To the practical grain man or 
student of marketing such talk is ri- 
dieulous. Should there be a success- 
ful movement to pool or store wheat 
and hold it from market, any price 
advance would be only temporary. for 
| sooner or later the wheat would have 
| to he sold. 

“If it were held from market anv 
| length of time it might bring dtsaster,
